An emergency session of the Sacramento State College 
board of justice Sunday night resulted in a declaratory 
judgement on the Associated Students constitution sections 
2a, 4a, 5a and Ga. 

These sections which deal with qualifications for run- 
ning for ASSSC office, require overall grade point averages 
of 2.5, 2.25, and 2.0 for various ASSSC officer candidates. 

Question facing the board Sunday night, at the request 
of Betty Morr, coordinator of elections, was the interpreta- 
tion of the word overall in these sections. 

Attorney general Bob Copeland presented the case to 
the board and statements were heard on two sides af the 
question. Miss Morr stated that in the past the regular 
academic sense of overall has been wsed, that it means grade 
point average of all college work, at SSC or any other 
collegiate institution. 

Tom Willoughby, chief justice, declined to participate 
in deliberation of the case and four justices, Lenore Vasche, 
Dick Watson, Mary Ann Butler and Allen Fields, spent more 
than an hour working out the judgment. 

Decision of the board was unprecedented in the history 
of the ASSSC. 

“We interpret overall to mean work undertaken at 
SSC,” the decision reads. “For sections where there is a 
time stipulation in the qualifications, the overall shall be 
interpreted as applying to that year’s work. For sections 
where no time is stipulated, it applies to all work at SSC.” 

Webster's dictionary states that the word overall means 
including everything, thus the board of justice decision dis- 
agrees not only with the academic interpretation of the word 
overall, but with the dictionary definition of the word. 

Two reasons were presented by the board for this decis- 
jon. 1. The constitution pertains to SSC students. 2. The 
constitution doesn't pertain to other schools. The decision 
“We do not feel in a position to judge the aca-

concluded : 
demic standads of other schools.” 

Among arguments presented at the discussion which 
preceded this decision, was that it is not fair to penalize a 
student for what he has done or not done at another insti- 
tution. Another was that students change majors when 
transferring and that different colleges have different 
standards. 

Although these may be valid arguments for only in- 
cluding grades at Sacramento State Colege when comput- 
ing eligibility to run for ASSSC office or for evaluating 
only the previous year’s grades, these arguments had no 
place in this discussion. The question facing the board was 
the meaning of the word overall. 

While it is true that the board of justice was established to in- 
terpret the constitution, this power of interpretation does not give the 
board license to change the intent of the constitution. 

A member of the board stated that the job of the board of justice 
is to interpret the constitution as to its fairness to the students at 
Sacramento State. It would appear, therefore, that some of the 
board members, although well-meaning, are confused. 

The purpose of the boerd of justice, must be only to interpret as 
to constitutionality, not to change the meaning of parts of the con- 
stitution. If a board takes it upon itself to change the constitution, 
fh is usurping legistative powers granted to Student Council. 

If the board contends that the constitution is wrong, an amend- 
ment should be suggested. But, @ constitution, although flexible, 
should not be a political tootball, to be interpreted by which ever 
faction is most persuasive. 





States Hornet Policy

of a studem newspaper in Campus election campaigns. 

The Hornet policy in carrying out its job, attempts to give 
adequate and fair coverage of all candidates in a campaign, of their 
platforms and proposed policies, The paper does not and will not 
support or favor any candidate or candidates and endeevors to give 
each candidate a simiiar amount of space and position in the mews 
columns of the paper. 

Although members of The Hornet staff may, as individual Asso- 
ciated Students members. support aw, vote for particular candidates, 
the editorial columns of The Hornet are never used for the purpose 
of gaining votes for a candidate. 


Any unfairness or inequality, in publicity given candidates, which 


shows up in The Hornet should be promptly pointed out through a 
letter to the editor. This is the only way sccidental weighting of 
amount or position of news, can be brought to light 
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“I thought it was bad registering last year. At least I 
could figure out what overall grade point average meant, 
then.”
